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The French Mail was delivered this morning, but our usual 
files from Hong Kong have not been received, nor the list of pas- 
sengers. The difficulty of travelling through France to Marseilles 
has caused a great pressure on the Southampton steamers, hitherto 
neglected. The route by Brindisi has improved, and now only 
occupies four days by Germany and the Brenner pass. Should 
the difficulty of transit for the Mails increase, we presume the 
Post-oflice will stop the Marseilles service. 
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The present mail is delivered two days late, having been detained in transit 
through France.

The war news has startled us all very much, and we look 
anxiously for later telegrams; we received them to 27th July, 
via Kiachta, three days ago, by a steamer from Chefoo. French 
and Prussian ships are shut up here, and neutral flags will 
get the benefit ; but freights are very low, and plenty of ships 
seeking ; forty shillings to New York for Al clippers. The coolie 
ship F’, A. Palmer, which put in here, from Hong Kong to San 
Francisco, with 800 passengers, early in June, is now sending 
these poor creatures forward by Pacific Mail steamer to their 
destination, as she cannot get spars for her masts. The men have 
been shut up by the Japanese Government in a sort of barracoon, 
and were kept close prisoners, as the ship belongs to San Salvador, 
and has no Consul here or treaty with Japan. The America takes 
300 of them, and the balance will go forward by ship or next 
steamer. 

The Albion case is @ very queer one, and results in two ac- 
tions by Mr. Hoyt—one for libel, and the other for false imprison- 
ment ; but neither is likely to result in a verdict for the plaintiff. 
It is said that the vessel has gorie far south, and may be found some 
day near the’ Fijie Islands. The whole affair is enveloped in 
mystery at present. The judge has just arrived from Shanghai, 
and will open an Admiralty Court here. The City of Yedo case 
enlists the sympathies of the community, and already over $1,300 
has been raised by the merchants to assist the sufferers and their 
families. Glover and Co., of Nagasaki, have been put into bank- 
ruptcy, but it has been superseded. Mr. Gribble, of that firm, 
has started on his own account, with a view to keep the connection 
together. 

There have been several sales of steamers lately, including the 
Columbian, Nymph, Cadiz, and Tokei. Jardine’s splendid steamer 
Clan Alpine is for sale here, but she is too good for the Uapances: 
The Chieftain (formerly H.M.S. Mutine) is likely to be sold here, 
Captain McMinnies is in command. . 
There is nothing doing in Silk, pending the American mail’s 
arrival. Tea very dear, but shipments to America are large. 
Government monopoly in trading checks business very much; but 
nobody moves in the matter. Rice is scarce and advancing ; 1m- 
ports since 1st January are over two and a-half millions of picils, 
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and stocks 300,000 to 400,000 piculs. The new crop has been dam- 
aged by bad weather, and cannot be harvested before the end of Sep- 
tember at the earliest. Dr. Parker, of Shanghai, goes home by this 
mail steamer, which takes 2,300 tons cargo and nearly 500 pas- 
sengers of all classes. 


(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Japanese Government are most anxious to pen any dis- 
turbagaes with foreigners, because they arg so afraid of Foreiga 
Powers coming to their country and taking all,or a portion. A

.the difference of opinion being as to the course of drill, whether 
French or English. A body of Satsuma’s men are being taught 
music, so in the course of a year it will be advertised “ Satsuma's 
Band in the Gardens this afternoon.” 

The Yokohama lottery of $20,000 has not succeeded, for the 
native authorities were very prompt in issuing a circular threaten- 
ing their people with punishment if they took part. Are we in 
this part of the world so much better than our forefathers who 
indulged in them, and found them very useful means for raising 
funds? Of course, in England they are not now required, for 
money can always be raised by corporations, companies, and such 
like, but in Yokohama we cannot, and when pressed for money it 
is to me the only way it can be raised. I wish the press of this 
pee would bear in mind that we are not in Eogland, and that we 
ve others than the English to deal with. 











NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Ava. 15, 1870. 

© My laat letter, dated 15th ulto., went by the same route as the 

t one (via San Francisco). As there was no steamer leaving 
this port for Shanghai in time to catch the mail ey on the 
29th July I was unable to despatch my usual fortnightly letter. 
The London and China Hxpress of 3rd June arrived here 30th 
July by the North German steamer Tapangnyo in fifty-seven days. 
The news that war is declared between France and North 
Germany was received here from Ohefoo on the 12th instant, 
and confirmed this morning via Galle, but many people here 
think it is “wolf” again, as it has been several times before, 
and that the senders are interested in fea or Silk, as some of 
the facts do not seem likely. One from German sources is that 
the North Germans are within forty-four miles of Paris, while 
dates are only twenty-five days old to this place. The gunboat 
Wun Yo Maro, built at Aberdeen, for the Prince of Chosiu, arrived 
here 18th July. The corvette Malacca, en route for Yokohama, 
put into this port 26th ult for coals, and sailed again 28th idem. 

The French barque Mysore sailed for Bordeaux 23rd July, with 
the most miscellaneous cargo ever sent from this port, rina | 
chiefly of a choice collection of lacquerware and curios, which 
hear are intended for the Paris market. These have been selected 
from various ports in Japan by Mr. Renard, of Paris, during his 
recent visit to this country. The following movements of men- 
of-war have taken place :—H.B.M.S. Adventure sailed 17th July, 
for Hiogo and Yokohama. H.B.M.8. Ocean arrived 26th ult. 
from Yokohama. ‘The Russian corvette Usadnick arrived 5th inst. 
from Castries Bay. The North German corvette Hertha arrived 
here 12th inst. from Chefoo. The French corvette Dupleiz, from 
Chefoo, came on in the 14th inst. 

An abominable trade carried on by Ghinese has been brought 
to light at this place. The custom of the Japanese selling their 
children has been carried on herg for years past, but until lately 
it has been confined to selling boys only to Ohinege who have no 
children, and in a large number of cases these adopted children 
have been treated with the greatest kindness by their guardians, 
more so than they would be by their own parents, who are very 


poor people, and have iu many cases not the means of supporting | 


them. I believe this state of things has existed with the con- 
nivance of the local officials, as the children were not sent away 
to China. Latterly, however, children of both sexes have been 
sold to Chinese speculators for shipment to Ohina—for what pur- 
se it has not transpired, but you may ‘be sure it is with no good 
ntent. This the Japanese authorities have - fectually stopped by 
imprisoning the parents who sold their children. 

e guardhouses at various points near to this settlement, al- 
luded to in my last, are viewed with great suspicion, not only by 
the native traders, but by many foreigners, who no doubt recollect 
that they are similar movements to those made in 1866. Although 
these are a breach of the treaty, it is doubtful whethes any steps 
will be taken by the Consular body, as the “ wily ” Japanae wall 
plausibly explain that they are for foreigners’ safety only, and 
thus an infringement of the treaty becomes law. The Nagasaki 

ress inakes a few remarks on the subject, from which I ex- 
.tract the following :—%“ We have watched with some interest the 
unusual fit of energy displayed by the native officials ‘for our 
sakes,’ in planting guardhouses at every available spot surround- 
ing our settlement.

The weather here has been very remarkable. After becoming sud- 
denly warm the thermometer touched 93, and continued at about 
that figure for,some days, and then just as suddenly the wind went 
round to the north, from which quarter it has continued to blow 
heavily during the past five days, which has caused people to take 
to cloth clothes again. 

The Japanese officials seem to take great interest in the Tientsin 
affair, and on every steamer arriving from Shanghai great anxiety 
is shown to obtain information from the foreign residents and 
borrow their newspapers. 

With all the much-vaunted reforms made by the Japanese 
Government at Yedo, the facilities for doing business at N: i 
are worso than they were previous to the present lot of local 
officials taking office, but whether this state of things is known 
and sanctioned by the authorities at Yedo is doubtful, as some of 
the functions performed by the Customs are of the most paltry 
nature ; for instance, any transactions (if they amount to twenty 
rios, a little over £4) between Japanese and the residents have to 
be reported by the native to the Custom-house and pay a squeeze, 
for duty it cannot be called. It does not seem that this sort o' 
thing can be considered different to that existing at Decima in 
years gone past. An armed patrol marches through this settle- 
ment day and night, but no one seems able to say why the Ja- 
panese do this. 

This being the Emperor Napoleon's féte day our harbour pre- 
sents a very gay appearance; it is not often we have so many 
large men-of-war in port as now. In addition to the Ocean, 
Hertha, Dupleizx, and Vaadwick, several British merchant vessels 
dressed ships, aud the three former and the Japanese battery gave 
the customary salute at noon. 

Announcement has been made that the firm of Gaymans and 
Co. ceased to exist in Nagasaki from the lst July, and that at 
Hiogo and Osaka their business has been transferred to Messrs. 
E. Renard and Co., which firm Mr. P. H. Fricke and Mr. A. 8. 
Genth are authorised to sign in Japan. ‘This place looks the pic- 
ture of wretchedness ; scarcely any business is doing either in ex- 
ports or imports, and everything and everyone seems depressed. 

Exchange on London is nominal; an Admiralty draft, three days 
sight, was sold as high as 4s. 7d. per dollar some fourteen days 
ago. Nebous rapidly advanced from 440 to 410 at the end of 
July, but afterwards receded to 420, at which rate they nominally 
stand, but it is thought they will go lower yet. The cause of this 
sudden fluctuation is owing to the unsatisfactory nature of the 
coin rendering them dangerous to hold, and foreigners do not care 
about having more than enough to supply their immediate wants, 
and when they are compelled to purchase from the native mone 
changers, the latter are quite masters of the position, and could, 
if they chose, put the price to 300, and there would be no remedy 
except the Englishman’s privilege, “growland pay it.” With regard 
to Freights to London, I have not heard that the Alida has engaged 
any freight at less than £3 10s. per 50 feet ; she still wants some 
100 tons or so to complete her loading, which there is a little dif- 
ficulty in getting just now. I hear that a considerable quantity 
of her cargo consists of transhipments from Hiogo. 








CHINA.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
The Courier of Aug. 18 has the following :— 


The foreign-armed troops in Peking sre being drilled after 
as soccien style by Chinese drill-masters taught in the Tientsin 
school. 

Tseng-kwo-Fan is reported to have gone privately to Peking, 
without the knowledge of his troops, This, fowera. needs con- 
firmation. Mao has been notified as Chung IHow’s successor. On 
hearing of the arrival of Li's troops the captain of the Ashuelot 
sent an express after some of his officers, who were on their way 
to Peking. On their return they reported having scen great 
numbers of soldiers outside, and thirty brass guns. The American 
Consul was requested to obtain information about them, and was 
told by the authorities there were only 2,500 troops. 

At the powder-mills nothing is guing on. The erection of ma- 
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ehinery has been stopped, owing to the state of affairs. Bué for 
this they would by this time have boen making powder. 

About;a week since it was reported that all the mandaring at 
Faku had left for Tientsin. It was explained that they had only 
some up to pay their respects to the Empress Dowager, whose 
1 pirthday it was. They had left at dead of night, and curiously 

~Anough brought their wives and families and portable property 

with them. The troops thus deserted became uneasy ; 2 messenger 
was sent down to report the circumstance, but found no one to 
report to. The officers have been made to return to their posts. 





SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings dates to August 18. The London 


mail of June 24 arrived on August 14. Telegrams via Kiachta 
reached to July 26. 


The war news has naturally tended to elate the Chinese, who 
think that France has her hands too full at home to despatch a 
force to China, and as of course any reparation would be made 
from fear of consequences rather than from a sense of justice, 
the expectation that French demands will be satisfied has fallen 
toa minimum. It is the more important, therefore, that they 
should be undeceived, and that if France is too busy for the mo- 
ment some other nation should send troops to Shanghai, to im- 
press the necessity for maintaining peace. It is far easier to 
prevent than to cure. 

The Volunteer force is likely to receive a strong adjunct, in 
the shape of a sort of Burgher Guard. The complaint has been 
a frequent one among those who have enrolled that there are 
more men out of the corps than in it, and that the case is one in 
which all alike ought to come to the fore. A movement is now 
on foot for organising a reserve guard of men who have not seen 
fit to join the regular Volunteers, but who could still render good 
service in protecting the settlement, and especially the women and 
children, in case of trouble. ‘I'he Volunteers themselves have 
reached a very fair stage of efficiency. A general parade was 
held last Friday, and we ere glad to learn that it is proposed tu 
hold similar meetings on the same day every week. 

The Emperor Napoleon’s fete-day was celebrated as usual, with 
much enthusiasm, by our French neighbours. A salute was fired 
shortly after sunrise from the French Bund, and a mass was per- 
formed at the Cathedral. Another salute was fired at noon, from 
H.I.M. Coetlogon ; and a third in the evening, by the Volunteer 
Artillery, from the French Consulate. After sunset, the Bund 
was brilliautly illuminated, and attracted thousands of native 
and a large number of foreign spectators. 

We learn that the people in Kiahing have been in a very ex- 
cited state lately. Talk about burning down all the churches, 
and murdering and expelling foreigners, was rife. But the Chi- 
hsien has issued a proclamation, saying that kidnapping was the 
work of the Chinese vagabonds, and had nothing whatever to do 
with foreigners ; that anyone in molesting a foreigner should be 
surely punished ; and this had the effect of calming the excite- 
ment. 

Our Peking correspondent dwells on the delay shown in punish- 
ing the Tientsin mandarins, and in apprehending the rioters as 
one phat among more that the Government are not heartily bent 
on dispelling the false tales which have been spread regarding fo- 
reigners, or calming the hostile feeling which has been excited: 
After six weeks, the former are still at large, and only nine men 
alleged to have been engaged in the outbreak are arrested. Nota 
single proclamation had becn issued, denouncing the flagrancy of 
the crime; but the edicts which the Emperor has issued have failed, 
if they were ever intended, to allay the suspicions entertained. 

The Cycle says ‘that Ting-jihcheng, the Governor of Kiangsu, 
in consequence of his reputation for accurate acquaintance with 
foreigners, has been ordered to Peking, to aid in the settlement 
of the pending questions. The task does not seem very welcome, 
for instead of going by steamer and reaching the capital in ten 
days his Excellency is, in strict accordance with the rites, going 
by land. If he is lucky, he will complete the journey in about a 
month, as there are some eighteen stages to be passed, and allow- 
ance has to be made for bad weather. 

We regret to learn that Baron Richthofen has been obliged to 
return from the North without completing the programme he had 
set for himself before starting. The unsettled state of affairs has 
made it impossible for him to prosecute the researches he had in- 
tended in north-west China. The invaluable information he has 
already collected renders the interruption more regretable. 

The latest news from Tientsin is unsatisfactory. Nothing has 
yet been done towards punishing the guilty, though the ofiicials 
profess to be occupied in searching them out. Seven weeks, how- 
ever, have now clapsed since the massacre, and not a culprit has 
suffered, though the leaders of the riot must be well known to 
everyone in Tientsin. Neither has any progress been made to- 
wards the punishment of the mandarins beyond their degrada. 
tion. It is believed that the anti-foreign party, which is the most 
powerful, will not consent to their execution, though willing to 
make reparation in other respects. One or two of the high offi- 
¢cials are sufficiently wise to foresee the danger thcy are incurring, 
but the majority are said to be confirmed in their desire to resist. 
M. de Rochechouart is quite determined to stand by his demands, 
and is said to have named a short date for a Anal reply. 

The delegation of Mao-chang-he to Tients in.is also spoken of as 
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portending the ascendency of anti-forcign influence, as this man- 
darin is believed to be violently hostile to foreigners. Thousands 
upon thousands of fans have been put in circulation in Tientsin, 
bearing a representation of the massacre of the French Consul, 
the burning of the Consulate, and Chinese triumphant. 

These fans are roughly got up, and sold for 40 or 50 cash only ; 
made of bamboo and common paper, ill-finished. They purport 
to be in°commemoration of the 21st June. They represent three 
foreigners—Fontanier, Cheverier or Simon, and Thomassin, over- 
borne by a tremendous crowd, tremendously armed ; the cathedral 
in flames. A boat-load of braves crossing the river to assist the 
assailants. Foreigners distinguished by red shirts, and one re- 
presented as bzing assaulted, while running out of the French 
Consulate. Lastly, the Che hsien present with his official chair. 
It is said another fan is being prepared, representing the murder 
of the Sisters. . ; 

Mr. Wade’s visit to Tientsin is said to have done much to per- 
suade him that the outbreak was premeditated, and to enlighten 
him as to the gravity of the position. His house at the hills, near 
Peking, has been robbed; at Tientsin stones were picked up, 
though not thrown. The report of troops assembling is being 
daily confirmed, and even the report of Li-hung-chang’s approach 
with a strong force is gathering substance. It is said that the 
vanguard of his troops is already close at hand. Large numbers 
of troops can be scen from the mastheads of the ships in the Peiho, 
and the general impression is that the Chinese are quite ready to 
fight. The estimate of the force round Tientsin is necessarily un- 
reliable, but it is certainly large. 

It is rumoured that Mr. [art has resigned the Inspector-General- 
ship of Customs, and that Mr. Dick and Baron de Meritens are to 
succeed him ; but this is only rumour, and may perhaps have its 
origin in the removal of Mr. Hart’s family trom Peking, and in 
his‘reported intention to visit Europe shortly. 

The Italian Legation is stopping at Chefoo, which is wisely 
preferred to Peking, in the present aspect of affyirs. The Italian 
frigate Princtpessa Cl.tilde is expected here daily. The English 
and French Admirals are both in port. When the telegrams ar- 
rived, on the 15th, announcing war, the North German corvette 
Tlertha want outside to one of the islands “for practice.” and did 
not return. Jt ia expected that she will meet the Afedusa at 
Nagasaki. ‘The Barrvssa has not yet arrived. It is said that the 
American Minister has ordered the Ashwelot to remain here till 
further orders. 

At Kiukiang the river has overflowed its banks. The bund 
of the forcign settlement has been submerged a couple of 
inches, and a large tract of country on the oak banks has been 
flooded. Rumours were current that all the Yangtze ports were 
to be garrisoned. 

The Courier says:—It is rumoured in the Settlement that a 

rivate telegram per Shanse, yesterday afternoon, conveyed the 
intelligeace that the war between France and Prussia was at an 
end, and their differences were being peacefully adjusted. We 
sincerely hope this may be true, but we have been unable to trace 
the report to its source, and fear it is a case in which the wish has 
been father to the thought.

PROCLAMATION. 

Ting, a member of the Board of War, an assistant-censor and 
Lieutenant-Governor of Kiangsoo, issues the following proclama- 
tion :— 

A short time since the business people of Shanghai, misled by 
rumours, were in a great state of alarm; the Futai, on the occa- 
sion, issued a proclamation clearly stating that he had examined 
and found that the Roman Catholics had never kidnapped persons 
for the purpose of scooping out their eyes, plucking out their 
heart aa so forth; he also instructed the Intendant, Maritime 
Commissioner, and District Magistrate to adopt severe measures 
to repress the excitement,—all which is on record. 

After this the suspicions of the people were completely re- 
moved and their minds quieted, from which it is abundantly 
manifest that there was no intention on the part of the people to 
create a disturbance ; it was entirely the work of certain vaga- 
bonds who fabricated a lot of groundless stories and thus excited 
the ignorant, silly populace. 

The Futai has had the honour to receive an Imperial Mandate 
ordering him to proceed to ‘licntsin, to investigate and settle 
certain matters there, but will return ere many months. Ever bear 
in mind the truth that all mankind are brethren (lit. that all 
within the four seas are brethren), peacefully attend to your busi- 
ness occupations and do not give ear to groundless talk nor har- 
bour suspicions and doubts. Should any evil persons make up 
reports and create disturbances, they will be severely punishéd by 
the local officials ; when this is done, we may expect an improve- 
ment in the public morals and the prevalence of tranquillity, for 
which the Futai earnestly longs. 

A special proclamation—7th moon, 15th day 
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TsenGc-Kwo-Fan’s MEMORANDUM ON THE TIENTSIN Massacne. 

Having been ordered by Imperial decree to repair to Tientsin, 
and inquire thoroughly into the events of the 21st June, I have, 
up to the present time, arrived at the following conclusions re- 
garding these sad occurrences :— 

The first cause of the disturbances lay in the circumstance that 
missionaries were accused of being implicated in the kidnappings 
perpetrated by bad men. To this must be added the various ru- 
mours about eyes dug out and hearts torn out, it being pretended 
that a certain medicine was prepared from these ingredients ; and 
these rumours did not only spread from one to the other among the 
simple and silly people, but even amongst the gentry and literati 
there were many who brought forward the same accusations with 
one voice. From these accumulated suspicions openly expressed 
dissatisfaction arose, and amid the consequent excitement the 
greatdisaster happened, |... feds iy ; 

It is therefore necessary, in the first place, to discriminate be- 
tween truth and fabrication, in order to separate i Say from wrong 
and innocence from guilt, so that we may clearly show that » 
just settlement of the matter is our only aim. And we must 
specially keep in mind that wild rumours of this kind have been 
circulated, not in Tientsin alone, but that formerly in Hunan also 
and Kiangsi, in Yangchow and Ticnmen, and even in the pro- 
vince of Chihli, in the districts of Tamingfu and Kwangping 
anonymous and inflammatory placards were posted about, in 
which it was maintained cither that the missionaries stole the 
children, or that they dug out the eye, and tore out the hearts of 
men, or that women and girls were seduced and polluted by 
the:n. 

And although the disturbances excited by those accusations at 

“the above mentioned places have been severally settled, still it 
has never been thoroughly investigated and clearly shown how 
far the imputations contained in these anonymous placards were 
well founded or not; and therefore it has been my principal care 
since my arrival at Tientsin to elucidate these points singly by 
careful examination and enquiry. 

First, as to kidnapping being practised by Chinese Christians. 
It is true that Wong-san made a confession of this kind ; but even 
he denies on the one day what he had confessed on the other, and 
his statements are not in accordance with those of his comrades, 
And certainly no proof has been obtainable of the complicity of 
the foreign missionaries themselves in tnese abductions of children. 
Further, I have repeatedly examined ail the boys and girls, 150 in 
number, taken away from the Sisters of Mercy, and they unani- 
mously maintain that they had been instructed there only in reli- 
gious matters, that they had been brought to that establishment 
spontaneonsly by their parents to be educated there, and that they 
had by no means been dragged there forcibly by kidnappers. 

Second ; with regard to the tearing out of eyes and hearts, 
this is o mere invention, without the slightest foundation in 
reality. It would appear that during the fourth and fifth moons 
of this year (May and June) cases occurred of two or three chil- 
dren who had died in the hospital being put into one coffin, which 
aroused the suspicions of the peopie. And the gates of the 
mission premises being closed the whole year excited suspicion 
by its mysteriousness, and, becausc the people could not explain 
to themselves what was going on inside, a sense of fearful curi- 
osity took possession of them. In this way evil reports spread to 
all the four quarters of the earth, and ten thousand cries of uni- 
form accusation went forth against the missionaries.. But it would 
be vain to seek for any foundation of facts on which these spectre- 
accusations have been based—it would be like trying to catch 
with the hands the passing bréeze, or to seize a shadow. 

When, some days ago, I arrived ‘at Tientsin, the people 
crowded around and stopped ~ chair, and numberless -petitions 
were presented to me. But when I had made the most careful 
inquiry to find out what the truth was as to the tearing out of 
eyes and hearts, there was not one who could adduce a single 
proof that such things had happened at all. And when I in- 
quired within and without the city I found that very few chil- 
dich had been stolen at all, and these cases had almost all been 
duly investigated by the Courts. But from what source all these 
false rumours originated I have not teen able to ascertain. I 
have the intention now, together with H. E. Chung How, to draw 
up a memorial to the Throne, in which he will give a general 
outline of the state of affairs, so as to bring to an end all these 
various discussions. * 

Indeed, to murder children and to mutilate their dead bodies in 
order to prepare medicine from them. is a deed so horrible that 
even uncivilised wild tribes would be loath to do it. England and 
France are large countrics beyond the seas. How could we sup- 
pose them capable of such inhuman crimes? Reason forbids us 
to think of any such thing even as possible. . 

It may not be denied that among the Chinese converts there 
may be bad men who kidnap children and do other bad things, 
covering themselves with the name of missionarics as with a talis- 
man; but this can only impose on us the duty to punish those 
converts who are found guilty oi lawlessness; and must not lead 


us tq lay these things tothe charge of the missionary establish- 
ments generally. 


It is the aim of th 
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¢ Catholic religion to teach men to be virtu- 
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of Mercy may be fairly compared with our Foundling Hospitals, 
&c. The desire of the Sisters is to found asylums for the miser- 
able and poor. Charity and mercy are their device ; if, therefore, 
they are accused of abominable deeds, foreigners will be justly 
prompted to resentment and wrath. 


It is my wish, therefore, that the Emperor should prowulgate _ 


an edict in all the provinces of the Empire, openly declaring that 
the misdeeds laid to the charge of the missionaries in those an- 
nonymous placards are nothing but calumnies ; so that the wrong 
done to foreigners by these slanders may be expiated, and the 
doubts of the Chinese people and literati may be dissolved, and 
that every man in the Empire may learn and know the true state 
of things. In this way it is hoped that the distrust existing at 
present between Chinese and foreigners may be terminated, and 
that the hatred and ill-will between our people and Christians 





may gradually disappear. : ;

SAIGON. 


Dates by this opportunity extend to August 30. The outward 
mail arrived on the 11th. Admiral De Cornulier-Luciniére, Go- 
vernor, and Officiating Commander-in-Chief, had issued a pro- 
clamation that, in view of the war which seemed likely to break 
out, all Prussian subjects who were already established in Cochin- 
China might continue to reside and trade there, but that they would 
be subject to special surveillance, and, in the event of their bein 
detected in any act compromising the safety of the colony, an 
the interests of the French nation, they would be subject to mar- 
tial law, as if war had already been declared. Prussian ships 
arriving before notice of the declaration of war would be allowed 
the usual grace of fifteen days, and a safe conduct for six days 
after leaving Saigon ; but these indulgences will cease as soon as 
any steps shall be taken against the safety of the colony, or 
auy Prussian cruisers appear at Saint Jacques. Navigation be- 
tween Saigon and Cangion is interdicted from sunset to sunrise. 

The Courrier de Saigon states the news of the war had produced 
a profound sensation in Saigon, where the Germans have impor- 
tant interests, but the liberal regulations of the Governor had 
given general satisfaction, and the natives were so fully convinced 
by experience that France must be victorious in war against any 
European State that no uneasiness was felt concerning them. The 
Napoleon Féte day—the 15th August—had been celebrated with 
the greatest enthusiasm. The Governor reviewed the troops on 
the Quai Napoleon, which was crowded with spectators, and after 
the review he attended divine service at the cathedral. A spirited 
regatta and a general illumination added to the effect of the re- 
joicings, which closed with a brilliant ball given by the Go- 
vernor, and attended by the élite of Saigon society. Infor- 
mation from the interior of the colony states that the day was ob- 
served with similar rejoicings in distant stations. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


SINGAPORE. 

Dates are down to the 3rd Sept. The outward P. and O. mail, 
July 29, arrived on the 29th August, and was followed by the 
French mail of August 5 on the 2nd Sept., in the new steamer 
Guienne. 

The Legislative Council met on the 30th August. The ace 
Attorney-General moved for leave to introduce a Bill to establis! 
a money-order system between the United Kingdom and the 
Straits Settlements, as well as between the several settlements 
of the colony. » No other proceedings of importance occurred, but 
the Pension Bill was attracting a good deal of attention. — 

The Singapore Daily -Times learned from Saigon that the 
French gunboat Segond had arrived there, having on board the 
masters and crews of the two North German vessels, the Georg, 
from Bremen to Shanghai, with coals, and the Zurandot, from 
Hamburg to Hong Kong, with general cargo. These vessels had 
been captured by the Segond, at a distance of from fifteen to 
twenty leagues from Saigon. - The masters and crews were taken 
on board the Segorid, French crews put in the captured vessels, 
and the chief officers retained on board to navigate them into 
Saigon. : oh eiteeud ~s oi 

he Danish frigate Tordenskjold, Capt. Lund, from London 13th 
June via Suez Canal, has arrived-here. ‘She saluted the British 
flag immediately after anchoring, the salute being returned from 
Fort Canning. ;The Zorderiskjold has on board 40 miles of the 
shore end and 100 miles spare sea line of the submarine telegraph 
cable to be laid between Ilong Kong and Shanghai, and will, we 
believe, be assisted in the laying by the steamers Great Northern 
and Cela. She is to leave for Hong Kong. - 

On the 22nd of August a gay concourse of the European com- 
munity, as well as a crowded assemblage of natives, was collected 
on the occasion of the launch of the first steamer ever built in 
Sarawak. The owners, Messrs. Walters, Crocker, and Oo., feeling 
deeply sensible of the obligations under which they lay to Mr. 
Crookshank, the resident, for the kind manner in which he had 
advised them during the construction of the little vessel, had, as 
a sign of their appreciation of his kindness, decided upon naming 
the steamer the Bertha, and Mrs. Crookshank was asked to perform 
the usual ceremony for her namesake.

SHANGHAI.—Business both in Cotton and Woollea (ioods continued 
dull, The Piece Goods market had been very quiot during the week. 


\, With the exception of one gale of 23,000 pcs. 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings, to 


& arrive, and some small parcels of 7 lbs. goods, which had changed 
hands at lower rates, there had not been much doing in this fabric. 
T-Cloths of all kinds had declined in value, and there was no disposition 
to operate in them. A few English and Dutch Drills had becn sold at 
about last mail’s rates, but of Jcans there was no sale recorded. Fancy 
Cottons: Chintzes seemed still the article wanted. The difference, how- 
ever, between the ideas of holders and buyers as to value continued to 
impede business. Quotations generally were unchanged, and the market 
was languid. Woollens were not wanted, and the tendency of prices 
was downward. There had been scarcely anything done in them since 
last mail. Scarlet Long Ells, C.P.H., were nominally worth Tls. 5.50 
per piece. Assorted Spanish Stripes and Camlets, same chop, 5 mace per 
yard and Tis. 11 per piece respectively. Figured Orleans, of very good 
assortment and pattern, had been sold to a small extent at Tis. 3.70 per 
iece ; but for the other articles of Woollen import no quotations could 
given. Metals—Iron: Settlements during the past wevk about 8,000 
bundles Nail Rod, at TIs. 2.10 for small sizes, and Tls. 2.05 for good 
assortments—rates which showed little change on those previously ruling. 
Stock very large. Tin: Market dull; no buyers. Lead: Some weak 
holders trying to obtain Tis. 4.20 cash for L.B. ; no demand whatercr. 
Honea Kona.—There is very little to report, as no special activity had 
been displayed in any article of import. Cotton Yarns continued 
neglected. One or two small sales of Grey Shirtings had been the only 
transactions in these goods. T-Cloths had commanded more attention, 
and fair settlements of 6,7, and 8 lb. weights had been made, at about 
previous currencics. American Drills still found no buyers. Some 
1,200 pieces Dutch Drills had been placed at $4.05 to 4.15 per piece. 
Woollens offered nothing for comment. In Metals, Nail Rod Iron had 
been considerably placed: Tin and Quicksilver were steady.

The following reports are from Messrs, Olyphant and Co.'s Circular :— 

SHancHaI.—Black : There has been some enquiry during the past 
week, and 7,100 chests are reported settled and 1,500 chests re-shipped. 
Farther supplies have reached us from the river ports, and the stock 
now stands at 110,000 chests. We make no change from our last quo- 
tations, but the market is decidedly weak, and holders are showing a 
good deal of anxicty to sell, Green Teas have continued in demand for 
America at irregular but full rates. Some parcels show a decline of 
two taels from the extreme quotations of our last circular, but the 
supply of fine Tca has been so meagre that parcels of only good medium 
quality have realised Tls. 42 to 42.5.0, and such terms are no better 
than those secured at the opening of the market. Settlements since the 
11th instant have been 7,762 half-chests at Ts. 33 for fair Taiping, and 
Tis. 44 for fine Twanki. Further purchases of 2,500 half-chests have 
been made, but particulars have not yet been published. Stock, 15,400 
half-chests Twanki and Fychow; 8,000 half-chests Pingsuey ; 5,000 
half-chests Shanghai-packed, and 2,000 half-chests old Tea. No new 
Moyunes have yet arrived. 

Foocuow.—Settlements of Congous amount to about 10,000 chests. 
Flavoury Congous and those of better quality have been fully supported, 
and in some instances have brought higher priccs, but common kinds 
are again weaker, The stock of Oolongs is daily increasing, but as yet 
musters of the fine grades are not shown. Souchongs and Scented Teas 
are quiet. The steamer Vine left for London, via the Suez Canal, on 
August 13, taking 499,720 lbs. Tea. The Wylo, for the same destina- 
tion, is fall, and will clear to-day (August 17). The Lass of Gawler and 
Hannah Nicholson have sailed for the Colonies. The Louisa has cleared 
for Beston. . 

Amoy.—An active business has been done in Oolongs by American 
buyers, and the market bas been entirely cleared of supplies, About 
13,000 half-chests have been settled during the week, and prices have 
slightly advanced, common to fair cargo teas having realised $21 to 23.50 

picul. Some 5,000 half-chests of these purchases have been bought 

m muster packages - before the chops had arrived to market, and of 
the entire settlements the quality has been mainly common to fair. 
Nothing of moment has transpired in Congous. The Eleanor is loading 
for New York, and the Mindet, just arrived from Hong Kong, is fully en- 
gaged. Statistics to date are:—Congous, arrivals, 24,387 half-chests 
and 3,534 boxes; settlements, 20,529 hall-chests and 3,384 boxes. Oo- 
longs, arrivals, 56,125 half-chests and 6,350 boxes; settlements, 57,365 
half-chests and 6,165 boxes. 

Canton.—A very limited business has occurred in Scented Teas 
during the week, at rates showing no material change in values ; but of 
the small transactions noted a considerable proportion is reported to 
have taken place in barter. The settlements since the 15th August are 
estimated at about 2,000 boxes Scented Capers, and 600 boxes Scented 
Orange Pekoe. 

SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—Since the arrival, on the 10th August, of telegrams 
announcing war declared by France against Prussia, business had been 
entirely suspended, not a single transaction being reportcd. Foreigners 
considered prices very unsafe, unless a concession of at least Tls. 70 to 
80 per picul be granted; and many were of opinion that even with 
this decline quotations would be too high for consumption, owing to 
the largely increased stocks of China and European Silks in Europe, 
which inust arise from the cessation of business caused by the war. The 
inferiority, too, of the European Silk this season, must, it was considered, 
naturally interfcre with the sule of China Silk, and it was feared London 
quotations for best thirds Tsatlees would not again reach 32s. 
season, even if the export should prova to be under 40,000 bales. 
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CANTON.—There was no demand from foreigners, and prices were 
gradually declining, though. owing to some speculative demand on na- 
tive account, values in the country were firm. 


SA{GON PRQDUCE. 

Rics.—The market had shown no change of importance. Supplies 
from the interior continued to come in slowly, and there was only one 
contract to report, viz., 5,000 piculs long grain at $1.50 per picul; at 
this rate holders were firm. For round grain $1.60 had been asked. 
Now that the rainy season tad fairly set in, the growers will be less 
anxious, and will soon re-appear in the market with fresh supplics, which, 
it appears, they kept in rescrve.

THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

We are indebted to a valued correspondent, who is now 
making the journey from London to Batavia, for a graphio 
account of the progress of hia party, which, we think, will 
prove interesting and valuable to those of our readers who 
may be at a loss, in the present state of the Continental 
service, which route to adopt. Since this journey the time 
has been reduced to four days :— 


Hotel des Quatre Saisons, Munich, Sept. 24, 1970. 
Under existing circumstances, so far as the route from London to 
his place is concerned, Bradshaw is of little or no use, once you pass 
he frontier into Prussia at Verviers. 


I left Charing-cross on the evening of the 2ist at 8.45 p.m. (mail 

in), and arrived at Ostend aftera very smooth passage on the 22nd at 

A.M. The boat was very full below, with several people on deck. I 

ay mention here that the South-Eastern Railway Company will not 

ok you through or register your baggage further than Verviers, the 

ntier town betwen Belgium and Prussia. The baggage was examined 

Ostend, and at 6.45 A.M. we left Ostend. 

9.20 A.M. arrived at Brassels. 

9.40 a.M. left Brussels. 

A\12.29 p.m. arrived at Verviers. 

A®.35 P.M. arrived at Cologne, instead of 4 P.a., as formerly, there 

being but one train a-day for passengers. As I was informed, they 

stop at all stations instead of proceeding express. At night all 

passenger traffic in this part of Prussia is suspended, that time 

being reserved for Government work ; therefore I was obliged to 

sleep at Cologne, 

Athos a.n. on the 23rd J started in the train from Cologne, and booked 

as far as Mainz (Mayence). 

At $).45 a.or. arrived at Coblentz—stopped ten minutes. 

At8 p.m. arrived at Mayence for dinner, and proceeded 

At 430 p.x. booked through to Munich ; passed through Darmstadt. 

At 130 p.x. arrived at Aschaffenburg, the first town in Bavaria in this 
‘direction. We had to remain here nearly four hours, and 

AC{1.25 p.m. nominally, but at midnight in reality, we again got under 
way, and travelled till 

3.15 A.M., Sept. 24, when we stopped at Wurzburg, in the waiting 
room, an hour and three-quarters; leaving there 

At5 a.s., arriving at 

1@9 A.M. at Fruichlinger, where we stopped about five or ten minutes 
to change trains. After that we continued without interruption as 
far as this place, arriving here at about 2.40 P.m., or sixty-six 
hours frem Charing-cross, with two nights’ travelling, and one 
night in bed. 

The trains through Prussia were very heavy ; indeed, from Cologne 
to Bingen thirty-five carriuges and wagons with two engines; plenty of 
soldiers, both wounded and unwounded, amongst the number, At 
Bingen and Mayence I saw several Frenchmen, looking, as a rule, de- 

scted, but not 80 dilapidated as I should have expected to sec them. 
‘here were evidently plenty of soldiers at Bingen, en route for France, 
‘and as we passed along we saw many houres with the white flag and 
red cross flying on them. No one was asked for passports. 

We leave by 9.50 train to-night, and expect to be at 1.20 P.M. 

If I have time I will write from Brindisi, where I expect to be a 
little after midnight on Tuesday morning. 




















Oriental Hotel, Brindisi, Tuesday, Sept. 27, 1870. 
We remained nearly six hours at Munich, viz., from 2.85 P.ss. to 

9.50 P.m., Sept. 24, when we left in the train for Verona. 

At 19.45 A.M. of Sunday, the 25th, the train arrived at Kufétcin frontier 
station, between Bavaria and Austria. Luggege was here examined, 
and after changing into the Austrian carriages, we left at 1.45 a.m. 

At 5.30 A.M. we arrived at the top of the Brenner Pass, and continued 
to descend very rapidly through most beautiful scenery until DAM, 
when we arrived at a town of considerable size, called ‘‘ Botzen.” 
The distance between the last two points is twelve German miles, 
equal to about fifty-six English miles. According to barometric ob- 
servations taken by me the difference in level is not less than 3,500 
feet, equal to an average gradient of 1 in 84, and this was passed 
over at the average speed of 16 English miles an hour. 

At11.20 A.M. arrived at Ala, the frontier town of Italy. Luggage was 
again examined, and after breakfast we ngain started at 11.50 A.m. 

At1.20 P.M. we arrived at Verona. Got fresh tickets (to Bologna), and 
changed trains; remained there thirty minutes, and 

Atd p.m. arrived at Padua, and hed to wait two hours for the train to 
Bologna. 

At10 p.m. arrived at Bologna, where we remained the night. Under 
ordinary circumstances we should have been obliged to have left 
Bologna the next morning by 7.26 train, weekly mail service, but 
owing to the letters coming over the Brenner, instead of througb 
France this time, the muil train will be some twelve hours late, we 
therefore 
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At 3.40 p.m. of Monday, Sept. 











26, left Bologna, travelled without 
changing carriages all night, and 

At 11.30 a.m. Sept. 27, urrived at Brindisi, and found that the steatncr 
would not leave till A.M. to-morrow morning, just twenty-four 
hours after the advertised time for sailing. 

Thus the journey from London to Munich was sixty-six hours, and 
fron: Munich to Brindis? sixty-nine hours, equa) to one hundred and 
thirty-five hours, or five days fifteen hours; but in the régtlar way the 
latter part of the journey would have been aecomplislied in twelve hoars 
less time, reducing the total to one hundred and twenty-three hoars, equal 
to five days thtee hours; however, I should advise passengers coming 
this route to leave London not later than Tuesday night or Wednesday 
morning, by which means they would have one day to spend in Venice, 
which is but a short distance off the route from Padua. 

There are too many changes of trains and examinations of baggage to 
make this route pleasant for families, but for small parties with a mode- 
rate amount of luggage the journey is most agreeable. The scenery 
from Liege by Cologne, up the Rhine to Mayence, and front thence by 
Munich over the Brenner to Verona is most beautiful. 

No passports were asked for at any place. The hotels we stopped at 
were—Hotel Di-che, Cologne; Hotel des Quatre Baisons, Munich ; 
Brun’s Hotel, Bologna; the Oriental Hotel, Brindisi. The cost per 
person, first-class, including hotels and everything, is, London to 

cee £18; and passage to Alexandria, 275 francs, equal £11;

CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA. 
CIRCULAR TO THE SHAREHOLDERS, 





The directors regret that on the present occasion they are unable to 
follow their usual course of cotrvening a meeting of the shareholders for 
the purpore of declaring an interim dividend. 


In the last annual report reference was made to the diminished 
umount of the profits for the preceding twelve months. The causes 
then assigned, but especially the adverse condition of the exchanges, 
have since acted still more unfavourably to the interests of the bank, 
and sensibly affected the result for the half-year ending 30th June. 


The directors are enabled to report that in two of the law-suits con- 
nected with the failure nt Batavia judgment has been given in favour 
of the Bank by the Court of Appeal at Lubeck ; and there is now every 
reason to believe that the amount to be ultimatcly written off will be 
more than fully met by the profits which were carried forward last year 
for that purpose. On the other hand, it is with much rogret that an 
announcement has to be made of a loss having been incurred at Shang 
hai, through the fraudulent conduct of a warehouse-keeper, in misap- 
propriating goods which had been deposited in his custody by the bank. 
The amount thus involved has not yct been finally determined, but it 
is eatimated that it cannot exceed £22,000, and may fall short of that 
sum. 


The directors have invariably furnished the shareholders with the 
earliest information regarding all matters bearing upon the interests of 
the Bank, and they, therefore, feel it incumbent on them to refer to the 
effects produced by the existing Continental war, in disturbing credit, 
depressing the prices of Eastern produce, and thereby lessening the value 
of securities in the bank’s hands. The directors arc, however, able to 
sinte that, after making a most careful valuation of the bank’s holdings, 
upon the basis of present low prices, they consider that £50,000 would 
amply cover all deficiencies ; and this contingent loss night be materially 
diminished by a restorstion of peace, leading to a recovery of trade. OF 
course, against these losses, positive aud contingent, will have to be 
placcd the profits for the twelve month ending 3ist December next. 
Under the circumstances now detailed, the directors are preclude from 
recommending the payment of any interim dividend.

He was 
one of the earliest servants of the Land-office in Hong Kong, and the 
first cuttings of roads in 1843 were effected by him including the 
well-known “gap” into the Wongnei-chung valley. He was, however, 
too independent for any Government employ, and for exposing the 
conduct of some officials was suspended. Since tbat time he has been 
chiefly known as the editor and proprietor of the Friend of China at 
Hong Kong and Shanghai, which he conducted up to Jast year.

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE.—OUR APPEAL 
PURSUED. 

In all cases of emergency it is the bounden duty of think- 
ing men, after satisfying themselves of the course which cir- 
cumstances require of them, to reckon up the resources they 
can command, and the friends they cau depend upon, for the 
accomplishment of the object which they have at heart. 
The friends may be few, but their influence may be wide- 
spread ; the resources may be scattered and difficult to bring 
into collective action, though, united, they would be irre- 
sistible. This is the best, if not the only, way to “ pluck 
the flower, safety, out of the nettle, danger ;” and in this 
spirit we once more address our readers on the subject 
of the Tientsin Massacre, and the present phase of tho 
consequences of that most lamentable, and, thus far, un- 
redressed outrage. The occasion is too momentous, and 
the cause too dear, to admit of studied writing, or even of 
the due expression of the emotions it calls forth. We 
cannot affurd time for lamentation over the graves of our 
murdered friends, when the safety of the liviug trembles in 
the balance. We must not forget for a moment that the 
existence, not of our power, not even of our trade, but of 
that gallant detachment of our English brotherhood which 
colonises the Far East, demands all the aid which mind, 
energy, and influence can collect for their rescue at the pre- 
sent juncture in China. Let us, then, in as few words as 
possible, survey their situation according to the latest intelli- 
gence, count the friends here on whom their safety depends, 
and consider the best means for their immediate protection. 

The last telegram from Hong Kong, received last Thars- 
day, though it bears date three weeks ago, tells us that already 
rumours were current of fresh massacres, consequent on the 
outrage at Tientsin, and that, in various parts of China, na- 
tive troops were being collected, ostensibly for the protection 
of “ foreigners,” in the face of a hostile population, and by 
a hypocritical Government, which had virtually refused—by 
suffering the French ultimatum to clapse—to bring its 
malefactors to justice. According to the latest advices, 
the Chinese bigots were stimulated by what their priests 
represented to be the manifestation of Divine approval of 
the late massacre in fertilising showers; and the great 
bulk of the people, always opposed to civilisation, were 
puffed up by pride in the arts of warfare which we have 
taught them, and elated, not more by their own fancied 
strength than by the rumours of Western weakness, conse- 
quent upon the war which the “ foreigners” are waging against 
one another. Under any circumstances, with a Government 
more than suspected of bad faith, an army raised from the dregs 
of the people, and a people the most superstitious in the world, 
excited against us by their priesthood, the situation of Euro- 
peaus in China must ever be one of great danger, unless they 
are sustained by a sufficient and a united protective force. 
Of this force, scarcely adequate to their defence in times of 

, one half—the French—is now disarmed and power- 
less. No doubt, the Chinese, in their infatuation, believe 
France to be finally subdued, for we may be sure that this 
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the French navy is an article in the rumoured terms of peace 
demanded by Prussia. In this event they perceive in Eng- 
land the only Power from which they have anything to ap- 
prehend, if they take the apparent opportunity of flinging 
their Treaties to the winds, exterminating foreigners of 
every nationality, and closing their ports once more. 

What, then, is the attitude in which England appears at 
& moment so fraught with danger to her most cherished 
ideas? It would be worse than idle to disguise the fact that, 
apparently stunned by the din of warfare ou the Continent, 
she has no ear for the far cry of her imperilled sons abroad. 
If it is disposed to arm at all, her present Government is in- 
tent on arming only for the protection of her own shores, 
which no reasonable being can conceive to bea in the slightest 
danger. Her Colonies, from time immemorial the mainspring 
of her greatness, appear to have slipped out of account with 
a Ministry which, if it enjoys public confidence at all, cer- 
tainly attained to power solely on the faith of its promises to 
enlarge British commerce, and bring the development of the 
resources of distant lands to the relief of our over-burdened 
population. Most unhappily the recent outrages in China 
ocourred at a time when it was impossible to bring their con- 
sequences fully before the only tribunal which would be cer 
tain to avert them, for Parliament had ceased to sit when 
our tardy officials abroad sent their accounts of these trans- 
actions home. It may be months before Parliament re- 
assembles, and, in the interim, what is to be done ? 

The next power to which Englishmen are accustomed to 
look in times of emergency is the Press ; but, when we turn 
to that usually mighty influence now, the prospect is not re- 
assuring. Most of the prominent journals are so engrossed 
with war news that they can spare little space for interests 
which they would admit, if they would but listen, are of far 
greater and more lasting importance to the Empire. It's 
true that there are some vigorous and earnest exceptions to 
the general apathy of the English press on Kastern subjects 
now. Last week we reproduced an exhaustive arti¢le 
from the Standard, which completely endorsed the ig 
we have ever advocated, and the Globe and the Morn- 
ing Post have followed in a similar strain. It is wt 
unworthy of note—and we make the remark in no pagy 
spirit, for this is not a party question, nor are we patty 
writers—but still it is not unworthy of note that all fha 
journals which have advocated the protection of our countty- 
men in the Far East are Conservative. The Liberal papprs 
are, a8 a rule, reticent or flippaut on this subject. ho 
leading journal has not spoken out at all definitely ; and 
the paper which claims to have the largest circulation 
in the world, while it devotes three leading articles a 
day to questions connected with the Franco-Prussian War, 
finds in the description of a new Amorican Saloon Refresh- 
ment Carriage matter more palatable to the readers of |its 
fourth editorial than the crying needs of Englishmen in th 
East. Even this is not the worst. An evening paper, whic 
likewise arrogates to itself a circulation as unbounded as th 
credulity of the readers who believe in its “ intelligenoe,”! 
asked, two days ago, the unfeeling question :—‘ Will it, wel 
“ wonder, ever be safe for Europeans to dwell in a land where 
“ the people are so grossly ignorant, and the rulers so astute as' 
“ to practice upon this ignorance for their own purposes, and 
“ where, above all, human life is held in no manner of estima- 
“tion? Even for the chance of making a fortune in a few 
“ years such a game can hardly be worth the candle.” Is it not 
pitiable to see a subject so momentous discussed in such a 
spirit as this? But, for a press, some of whose organs are 
thus vitiated, we can but hope for a speedy day when it will 
feel and express more truly than it has done yet the respon- 
sibility which it professes. 

Where, then, are we to turn for friends? We are no 
alarmists, and we write in no disheartened spirit—our cause 
is too good for that ; for sooner or later it must triumph, 
and those who neglect it now will never cease to reproach 
themselves for their apathy, if its success is further im- 
peded by delay. We appeal to our readers at home and 
abroad—to all who are interested by experience, relationsbip, 
or fortune in the cause of progress in the Far East—to form 
local committees, and to hold meetings for the purpose of 
making public the danger in which they stand. They are 
numerous and influential enough to command attention, and 
to be listened to with respect. The Government and the

THE DUTCH TRADING COMPANY. 

Tue Dutch Trading Company has acquired among Euro- 
pean nations so large a reputation that in England and 
Germany there are some people inclined to the belief that 
the Company represents Dutch trade in toto. And, indeed, 
this is not altogether incorrect, the Company being based 
upon monopoly and protectionism, which priuciples’ have 
always characterised its management. Dutch merchants 
have become mere commission houses, and Dutch trade 
and shipping have been, for a long period, wholly depen- 
dent upon the favouritism of the Company. Thus energy 
has been extinguished, and a spirit of dependence fostered. 
It is strange, but, nevertheless, quite true, that Dutch ship- 
owners are not, as a rule, men of enterprise, and when they 
are not favoured with the Company’s cargoes, they cannot 
compete with foreign vessels, as is proved by the fact that 
produce shipped on private account from Java is for the 
greater part conveyed in English or German vessels to 
Dutch harbours, Of course it was easy in times when a 
vessel ma {oe profits equal to its value in four or five voyages 
to the East to find money to build other vessels, and indeed 
so many were built in those days that Dutch harbours were 
frequently filled with East Indiamen waiting for charters. 
Shipowners have never thought of sendiog their ships else- 
where, and the spirit of enterprise being so totally extin- 
guished, Dutch shipping has lately shown such unproductive 
returns, that no money can even be found to establish a ser- 
vice of steamers between Holland and America, notwith- 
standing that enormous quantities of goods are constantly 
being shipped via Rotterdam to New York. The Dutch 
Trading Company has crippled the trade of Holland. 
There was a time when its existence was a necessity. In 
the year 1824 trade in Holland was languishing, and King 
Wim I. founded this Company in order to promote com- 
merce, shipping, agriculture, and manufactures. The capital 
was fixed at twelve millions of florins, with permission to 
double that sum, and the Kine himself guaranteed an inte- 
rest of four-and-a-half percent. The subscriptions, however, 
were so enormous, reaching sixty-nine millions, that it 
was resolved to fix the capital at thirty-seven millions. 
Since the formation of the Company the capital has 
been several times altered, and actually it stands at 
about thirty-one millions. The Company began its opera- 
tions upon a very large scale, agents being appointed 
in all parts of the world, but the success was very small. 
In almost every brauch of trade the Company lost money ; 
even transactions upon Dutch account with Java left an un- 
favourable balance, and without the least doubt the Company 
would soon have been obliged to liquidate but for the pater- 
nal care of its Royal protector. One of the stipulations of 
the original contract was that the Trading Company should 
be charged with the transport of all stores the State might 
send to Java, and with the conveyance of all Java produce 
to Holland. These stipulations became the bases of an 
enormous prosperity. In 1831—the quotation of the shares 
being then 71}3—matters began to turn. The Company 
stopped as much as possible the trade upon its own account, 
and became the commission agent of the State. The culture 
system was introduced ; enormous quantities of produce 
were conveyed, and large profits were made. The nation, 
however, paid very dear. The whole system of the Company 
—which was at the same time the secret money-lender of 
the State—was one of protectionism. The produce must 
only be conveyed at exorbitant freights in Dutch ships, 
Dutch manufactures only were to besent to Java, and foreign 
competition was thus totally excluded. Of course the Com- 
pany, its brokers, its favoured shipowners, its managers, grew 
rich, the shareholders received good dividends, and the re- 
putation of the Company improved and gradually reached 
its zenith. But times changed. An influential party in Hol- 
land arrived at the conviction that the Java culture system 
was unjust, even inhuman. And these feelings have made 
such rapid progress that the whole system is undermined, 
and before many years will have collapsed, when both 
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must be transferred to private industry. In the meanwhile, 
the principle of selling Java produce in Java must be adopted 
more extensively, and in that way the Company will become 
wholly superfluous and unnecessary to Dutch trade. 

The contract of the Company with the Government termi- 
nates on the 31st December, 1874, and next year a general 
meeting of shareholders will be held, in order to decide 
whether it is desirable that the contract should be prolonged. 
If it is decided affirmatively, it is to be hoped that the States 
General of Holland will interpose against such a prolonga- 
tion. There are some who advocate that the Company 
should remain what it is as long as there are Government 
cultures in Java. But why canygot the Dutch Government 
sell all its produce in India ? That, indeed, is the principle 
which should be applied. If Dutch trade and shipping, 
already weakened by protection, do not seek to achieve in- 
dependence of the Company, a terrific collapse will be the 
inevitable result. 


Tue acting Governor, General WartrieLp, at Hong Kong 
has not been idle. The various members of the Government 
have contributed a full share of useful ordinances which his 
Excellency introduced at the last meeting of the Council. 
We shall wait with interest the particulars of the ordinance 
for the modification of the ordinance of 1855, restricting tho 
conveying of Chinese passengers, and which shipowners and 
agents at Amoy and Singapore have so long complained of. 
A reasonable restriction to prevent Chinese being stowed like 
pigs is perfectly correct, but to enforce regulations for a pas- 
sage of ten days with equal rigidity as on one to the West 
Indies is mischievous and unwise, as it strangles a most im- 
portant branch of trade 


We have been informed that tho French mail steamer 
which should leave Marseilles on the 16th inst. will not bo 
despatched, and that consequently no mails for Chins will be 
made up after the present date until the 21st inst., the inter- 
vening period being thus a fortnight instead of a week. We 
understand that it has been determined during the continuance 
of the war to revert to the system which prevailed previous 
to July last, that is, to despatch but one French mail steamer 
in each month. 





Tae Tientsin outrages continue to form a subject for dis- 
cussion by the public journals. We may remark that the 
letter to The Times signed “ Old Shanghai,” which we pub- 
lish, is written by a gentleman who, although fully entitled 
to the pseudonym, is not the original “Old Shanghai” so 
well remembered by former residents in the “ model settle- 
ment.” The text of a memorial on the subject of the mas- 
sacre, which has been forwarded to Lord Granvitur by the 
Bradford Chamber of Commerce, appears below. 


THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 
MEETING OF THE BRADFORD CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


A meeting of the Bradford Chamber of Commerce was held last 
week, at which the President, Mr. Bearens, drew attention to the im- 
portant question of our relations with China, in connection with the 
horrible massacre at Tiontsin, which he believed would have gent a 
thrill of horror through England if the public attention had not been 
drawn to the great events transpiring on the Continent. If France 
had not been engaged in the war, we might have left her to deal with 
the matter, for she would no doubt have taken active steps in defence 
not only of her own subjects, but of all the Europeans who were re- 
sident in China, on the faith of treaties, and seeking an honest liveli- 
hood. After referring tothe magnitude of the China trade, and of 
the capital involved in it, the president remarked that outbreaks like 
that at Tientsin, and even the great probability of a war, had been 
foreseen by many residents in China ever since the Europcan Govern- 


‘ments had allowed themselves to be humbugged by the Burlingame 


mission. He urged the necessity of decisive steps being taken by the 
English, in conjunction with the other Governments represented in 
China, to show that such outrages as that of Tientsin would not be 
permitted, and that European lives and property would be protected. 
He had applied for information to Mr. MatHeson, the chairman of tho 
London Committee, who had recently had an interview with Lord 
GRaNVILLE on the matter.—The answer of Mr. MATHESON was read ; 
it embodied the proceedings which took place at the recent interview 
of the deputation of London merchants with Lord GRANVILLE. 

A long conversation followed as to the action which it was advisable 
the Chamber should take. Alderman Law, while not saying one word 
in exoneration of the infamous outrage at Tientsin, held that the con- 
duct of England towards the Chinese was not such as to entitle us to

the unwilling Chinese for the purpose of promoting the opium traffic. 
Mr. Garvett concurred with all Aderman Law had said as to the 
conduct of England towards China, but urged that the question he 
had raised was not that which was now before the Chamber, namely, 
that of protecting the lives of those who were in China on the faith of 
treaties. After further discussion, in which Mr. Neitu, Mr. Gopwin, 
Mr. Wavp, Mr. Garnett, Alderman Law, and the president joined, it 
was resolved that a memorial to Lord Granville should be drawn up by 
a sub-committee, including the president, vice-presidents, and Mr. 
Garnett. 

The course resolved upon has since been followed up, and the fol- 
lowing is the text of the memorial which has been forwarded to the 
Foreign-office. As yet no reply has been received :— 


To the Right Honourable the Earl Granville, Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 


The Memorial of the Bradford Chamber of Commerce. 


Showeth,—That the late magsacre of Europeans at Tientsin has 
everywhere excited horror and indignation and apprehension of farther 
atrocities, That the accounts arriving by snbsequent mails leave little 
doubt of the catastrophe being, not the result of accident, but of a con- 
spiracy in high official quarters. That such a conspiracy threatens the 
greatest danger to the lives and property of foreigners in China of every 
nationality and of every creed. That the present unfortunate position 
of France may render it out of her power to demand, and, if necessary, 
to enforce satisfaction for the past and security for the future. ‘That 
unless immediate steps be taken further acts of violence may be appre- 
hended on the part of a people only too prone to consider impunity to 
the aggressor as a proof of weakness on the part of the safferera’ nation. 
That, irrespective of the imminent danger which this ead event fore- 
shadows to English intcrests, it would be a most friendly act on the 
part of the British Government, if Her Majesty's representatives and 
commanders of forces in China were ordered to act in common with 
those of our old and faithful ally. Your memorialists, therefore, pray 
that Her Majeaty’s Government will take such steps as they may think 
advisable to procure immediate redress for the wrongs committed, as far 
as that is possible, and thereby remove the danger of similar outrages 
in future, which might eventually lead to another war with China.

The Times of the 7th inst. says :—Upwards of three months have 
now elapsed since the tragedy was enacted, and all the information re- 
ceived during that time tends to confirm the view we have been com- 
pelled to take of the character of the occurrence. It was no unpre- 
meditated or accidental ebullition of popular rage. The actors were 
members of organised bodies, and they did their dreadful work, it 
can hardly be doubted, with the connivance, if not at the instigation, 
of public officials. Moreover, from that hour to this no effectual mea- 
sures have been taken for the punishment of the guilty, and a telegram 
in our impression of Monday last represented the Chinese as more 
intent on preparations for war than meagures of atonement. The 
question now is what procecdings, pending the overwhelming embar- 
rassments of France, should bz adopted either by other countries or 
ourselves. The victims were French women, but, besides that the French 
in their present distress have few resources to spare for an Eastern War, 
the case of all foreigners in China is in these respects one and the same. 
It can hardly now be doubted that the interesta—not to say the lives 
—of Europeans in China are in jeopardy, and that if retribution be 
not exacted for this sanguinary aggression the Chinese will be likely 
to misinterpret our forbearance, and to repeat the insurrection on a 
larger scale. It is difficult, however, to sec what policy should be 
adopted in the not improbable case of an appeal to force. We have a 
mission at Peking which it cost usa world of trouble to establish, 
and which, if it were withdrawn, we could only perhaps, re-estab- 
lish at the expense of another war. The invasion of China and the 
capture of Peking were accomplished, it is true, by a force insignifi- 
cant compared with the magnitude of the work, but it would certainly 
not be convenient for us at this moment to despatch a military ex- 
pedition to the East. Wo have, no doubt, a powerful army in India, 
and it admits of indefinite increase from the martial races of that 
country. Sikhs could probably be enlisted in any number for the 
service; nor would it, perhaps, be impossible to recruit for that 
ectvice even in China itself. One half of the nation appears to 
be always fighting the other half, and Major Gordon raised “ The Ever 
Victorious Army ” from among Chinamen. The exigency, however, 
of the case is, we fear, serious, though the difficulty is serious also, and 
none the less unwelcome from being cntirely unprovoked. 





Concerning the above leader the Standard remarks:—The Govern- 
ment now practically admits that ita policy of conciliation has failed. 
The prompt punishment of outrages on the spot where they are per- 
petrated ia the only policy which can succeed in maintaining onr 
general relations with the Empire on ao satiefactory basis. Our Go- 
vernment will not see what is nevertheless written in large Ictters all 
over the history of our relations with China, that we may undertake 
warlike operations at the coast ports without formally going to war 
with China at all. 

The correspondent of a Dublin newspaper, the Freeman's Journal, 
writes as follows on the subject of the Ticntsin massacre:—*‘ The 
North China Herald is quite correct in saying that one of the martyrs 
of Ticntsin was ‘a young Irish lady.’ Young she was—in the very 
flower of her youth. Bfiss O'Sullivan was a Cork lady, and was edu- 
cated at St. Mary’s Dominican Convent, Kingstown. Highly accom- 

lished ag she was, she would have suited her home mission admirably, 
ut nothing could induce her to forego the burning desire of her 
heart, and that was to lay down her life for her Divine Spouse. In her 
humility ahe scarcely dared even to glance at the possibility of this; but 
she was resolved to seek the opportunity. It was granted; and one 
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all-absorbing, desire of that noble young Irishwoman was realised 
when she shed her blood for Jesus Christ in Tientsin.” 





The following Ictter appeared in The Times of yesterday, with the 
signature ‘‘ Old Shanghai.” 

Sir,—As with the Medes and Persians of olden time their “rule al- 
tered not,” so also it is with the rulers of China in the present day. They 
anderstand only two situations—that of “‘ master” and “ servant.’’ 
There is no middle course ; they desire the former, but, with judicious 
treatment, will accept the latter. I do not here desire to criticise the 
action of succeeding British Governments in reference to their China 
policy. Facts have condemned it, and each succeeding telegram re 
ceived during these shortening days will, alas! ruthlessly dispel the haze 
which hangs over the official mind. My object now is to draw public 
attention, through your world-read columns, to the fact that these late 
terrible murders in China affect the whole civilised world, not merely 
France, Russia, and Great Britain, whose subjects were the victims. 
They were not merely the stray ebullitions of feeling on the part of a 
mob, but, as is well known to those whv have had any experience 
in China, a part of a systematic plan, consequent upon tie total 
ignoring, on the part of Western Governments, the Influences which 
regulate Oriental minds—namely, the relative positions of “‘ master” 
and ‘‘ servant.” Owing to late sad events, the French are precluded 
from sending what alone can impress the Chinese mind—a powerful 
expedition. Unfortunately, England cannot spare troops. We have, 
however, plenty of steam power, both nava) and mercantile ; why can- 
not some arrangement be come to with our own Government and those 
of France and Germany to allow some of the troops of the former Power 
now captive in the latter country, to be conveyed in British vessels at 
once vic the Suez Canul, and occupy during the winter the ‘Taku Forts 
This action would check the Chinese present onward movement, and 
give time, without loss of prestige, to European nations to arrange 
matters in the spring, when we are hoping to see the sun break through 
the dark cloud which now hangs over a large extent of Europe. I do 
not enter into details; I only suggest the idea. Too often England's 
neutrality has offended both parties. Now we can help both. Gcrmany 
has quite as much interest, both as regards religion and trade, in the 
opening up of China as France has. If nothing should now be done, I 
fear we shall see in the fate of those at Peking, during the coming 
winter, a repetition of the sad end of Macnaughten and those who jpe- 
rished with him, and have again to write, as has too often been the case 
in our intercourse with the East—“ Too late.”

Simultaneously with the arrival of the telegram from Tientsin which 
informs us that the time limited for the acceptance of the French ulti- 
matum, addressed to the Peking Government, had expired without its 
demands having been complied with, and that the Chinese are rapidly 
buying arms and assembling their forces, comes the news by the mail of 
the burial of the French victims of the massacre, and of the firm con- 
viction expressed by M. Rochechouart and his colleagues, in their ad- 
dresses at that ceremony, that Prince Kung’s promise that ‘‘ the guilty, 
whatever be their rank, should be punished,” would be faithfully carried 
out. It is not difficult to account for the change which appears to have 
come over the aspect of uffairs in the interval between the Srd of Au- 
gust, the day on which the funeral took place, and the day in September 
when the tclegraphic message left Tientsin. We have no doubt that 
at the time first named the Chincse believed that any hesitation on 
their part in complying with the demands of M. Rochechouart would 
be the signal for a war with France, and therefore, though they trusted 
to time and diplomacy to evade some of the most galling conditions, they 
expressed themselves willing to punieh to the utmost the promoters of 
the massacre, But since the 3rd of August a great change has come 
over the power of France; her armies have been defeated, and her 
dynasty has been overthrown, The news of some of the misfortunes 
which hate overtaken her must have reached the ears of the astute poli- 
ticlans at Pcking before the 31st of August, tho last day fixed by M. 
Rochechouart for the acceptance of his ultimatum, and no doubt turned 
the scale which had at first been pretty equally balanced between com- 
pliance and defiance, and has determined them to make a grand effort 
to free themselves from the presence of foreigners in the interior and to 
drive them back to the confines of the settlements conceded to them at 
the ports. It is much to be hoped that the other Treaty Powers will 
take up the position which would under other circumstances have been 
surely held by France. Any hanging back on tlcir part, any plainly 
expressed desire to avoid a war at any cost, will most certainly bring 
that which they dread upon them. And both many lives and much 
money might be spared if, instead of waiting until 2 general massacre 
of Europeans shall have forced a war of revenge upon them, they wero 
to take a firm and decided line of conduct now, 





NAVAL AND MILITARY.

We are in @ position to state that the detachment of marines which 
we lately announced had been ordered to procecd to Japan, and subse- 
quently detained for further orders, will be desputched in the course of 
this month, under the command of Colonel F. J. Richards, R.M.L.I, 
of the Gosport division. Captain Hill has been appointed adjutant, 
Captain Broughton paymaster, and Lieutenant E. B. Gray quarter- 
master to the detachinent, According to present arrangement the cor- 
vette Juno, which has just returned from the West India station, will 
convey the troops to Japan, and return with the battalion of the 10th 
regiment now stationed there. 

It is reported in well-informed circles that Rear-Admiral B. P. Sey- 


mour will proceed with a new ‘ squadron of observation” to China. 
Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellctt will, in all probability, be shortly re- 





lieved, and it is also thought probable that he may not wait for his 
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successor, but transfer the commatd pro tem. to Captain Raby, V.C., 
of H.M.S. Adventure.

Monetary ant Commercial,

The Board of Trade returns for the month, and eight months 
ending 31st August last, have been issued. They show a further 
slight falling off in the total of our exports, the declared value 
of these for August being £17,087,496, against £17,461,595 in 
the same month for 1869. The principal changes are a decrease 
in woollen manufactures, woollen yarn, cotton yarn, iron and 
steel, copper and brass, hardwares and cutlery, wool, beer, and 
alkali, but an increase in apparel, coals, cotton manufactures, 
haberdashery, linen manufactures, machinery, silk manufactures, 
and telegraphic wire. For the eight months the totals are 
£131,543.368, against £126,341,811 in the corresponding period 
of 1869, and £116,777,023 in that of 1868. The imports show a 
considerable falling of in several of the principal free of duty 
goods, such as wheat, flour, cotton, and wool. In the quantities 
of articles subject to duty entered for home consumption there 
are some changes of a favourable nature. A decrease is shown in 
cocoa, fruit, and tobacco, but a marked increase in every other 
commodity, coffee, tea, sugar, and wine exhibiting the greatest 
improvement. We publish our usual summary of the figures 
which relate to our trade with the Far East. 

The official returns of the stocks of imported produce held in the 
bonded warehouses at the end of last month show that the quan- 
tities in hand of nearly every article are greatly in excess of those 
held at the corresponding date of last year, and are consequently 
such as to place us in a good position for meeting the demand 
whenever the Continent shall begin to recruit its exhausted sup- 
plies. From official figures it will be seen that there is an in- 
crease of 6 per cent. in the stock of coffee, 78 per cent. in cur- 
rants, 450 per cent. in raisins, 4 per cent. in rum, 15 per cent. in 
brandy, 111 per cent. in refined sugar, and 37 per cent. in unre- 
fined, 8 per cent. in tea, 5 per cent. in tobacco, and 2 per cent. in 
wine. The only instances of decrease are 12 per cent. in cocoa, 
and 4 per cent. in molasses. 

The correspondence received, via San Francisco, on the 3rd inst. 
confirmed the telegraphic accounts of the suspension of Messrs, 
Glover and Co, Japan. The amount is not stated, but it is 
believed that they have received assistance which will enable 
them to wind up without a forced sale of the Takasima coal mines 
.or other property. A notice has been issued that the agency of 
the various insurance offices, viz., the Northern, the Imperial, and 
the London, has been transferred to Mr. Henry Gribble, lately 
signing for the firm, per pro. Mr. Gribble has issued a citcular 
announcing that he has established asa merchant and commission 
agent. We understand that there is no partnership between the 
Japan firm and Glover, Dow, and Co., Shanghai. 

The tenders for £300,000 in bills on India were received on 
the 5th inst. at the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted 
wete—to Calcutta, £249,400 ; to Bombay, £50,000 ; to Madras, 
£600, The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10d. on all 
the presidencies ; and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 103d. 
will receive about 29 per cent., and on Bombay at that price about 
48 percent. These results show no alteration. 

The Telegraph Construction Company’s ship Scanderia, with 
the chief electrician of the British Indian Submarine Company, 
has sailed from Suez to repair the break in the cable of that com- 
pany, which is proved by tests to be about ninety-fine miles from 
Suez, in thirty fathoms water. Should the weather prove favour- 
able for the repairs, the cable may be expected to be open for 
traffic again on Monday next. 

Letters have been received from the screw steamer Hibernia, 
with the Batavia-Singapore section of the British Australian 
Telegraph Company’s cable on board, dated Aug. 17, lat. 13.6 N., 
long. 25.34 W. All well on board. 

The screw steamer Petho, built by William Denny and Brothers, 
of Dumbarton, 1,100 tons register, with less than nine ions of coal 
consumption per day, has made the passage from Glasgow to Ran- 
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goon, with a full cargo, in forty days, through the Suez Canal, the 
best yet reported. 

At the weekly meeting of directors of the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia, and Ohina, held on the 5th inst.,it was resolved 
not to recommend any dividend for the half-year ended June 30 last 
This has caused a fall in the shares to £13-14. A circular has 
been issued to the shareholders explaining the reason for with- 
holding the- dividend, and it is this statement of the truth 
which affects the market price, as some shareholders prefer 
false statements and dividends. The directors, however, wisely 
study the permanent interests of the Bank. The smount at stake 
with the affaits of Mr, Hargreaves is about £20,000.

There has been less activity in the market, although prices have 
been firmly maintained. The Trade having bought freely were not 
inclined to pay a further advance in prices, which was generally re- 
quired by importers, who, in the face of favourable advices from China, 
continue to act with great firmness, the quantity now left in first hands 
being comparatively small. Public sales of China Tea took place on 
the 4th inst., comprising 9,345 packages, of which 6,799 packages 
were sold, 6,687 packages being without reserve. The stock in the 
United Kingdom on 30th ultimo was estimated at 73,700,000 Ibs., 
against 68, 200,000 Ibs. last year, and the quantity afloat at $2,737,000 
Ibs., against 52,324,000 Ibs. 

Red-leaf Congous: Siftings and broken-leaf kinds have only been 
in limited demand at about former prices. Fair to good common is 
now quoted at 114d. to 1s. per lb., showing 4d. to 4d. per Ib. advance.
